mouth's oldest citizens of Irish birth, 
and on Saturday he celebrated the reach 
ing of eighty-two years. He is rather a 
remarkable man. His mind is clear and 
acute and his step is quite actiye and 
strong. 
His hearing is good and he is 


a great reader of current news. He has 
had a very interesting life. 


He was born in Tnllycrina, county 


Clare, lie., Aug. 17, 1819, being the son 
of George and Elizabeth Brew. 
Hia 


boyhood days were passed at school and 
on the farm with his father. 
On Jan. 


6, 1837, he joined the Irish constabulary 
and served ton years and ten months, 
up to Nov. 1, 1847, when he received 
his discharge on account of ill health. 


Twenty five days later he sailed for 


Arneric* to try his fortune in the new 
world, taking passage on the ship India, 
commanded by Capt. Thompson. 
The 


trip was full of exciting incidents and 
Mr. Brew says that he neqer expected 
to reach this country. 
When several 


days out from port tho vessel enooun 
tered a fierce gale and for throo dayR 
and threo nights was completely at its 
mercy, tho nmmnmast being carried 
uway. During the voyage ship fever 
broke out, and 37 persons died and 
were buried at sea, among the number 
being Capt, Thompson. On their arri 
val at New York on Jan 22, 38-18, a 
large number of tho passengers were 
quarantined, but Mr. Brew was no', 
among the number. 


Being unable to obtain work in New 


York he enlisted in the maiine corpw at 
tho Brooklyn navy yard Feb. 8, 1818. 
The United States was at war with 
Mexico, and after remaining at the i 
navy yard a few weeks he was assigned 
to Ma]. Harris'battalion and left on a 
transport for Vera Cruz. The trtp con- 
sumed about three weeks, and on their 
arrival at Vora Cruz the battalion was 
ordere'd to proceed up tho river about 
40 miles to Alvarado, where it remained 
nearly four months, afterward going to 
Lagoon a, where a stop of about the 
same length was made. 


On returning from Mexico, part of the 


marine battalion waa ordered to Brook- 
ly and part to the Boston yard, Mr 
Brew being asnigned to the latter de 
tachmont. Shortly after his arrival at 
the Boston yard, a detail of 25 men was 
asked for the Portsmouth yard and he 
was oue of the number to volunteer. 
Soon after his arrival here ho was mua 
tered out in order to receive his land 
grant of 160 acres, but reenlisted and 
served until Oct. 21), 1852, when he re 
ceived an honorable discharge. 


Soon after leaving the service ha BO 


cured employment on the government 
dry dock, being built on Peirce island. 
Later he wont to the navy yard, where 
he was employed as a laborer. 


Ho next obtained employment m the 


old Portsmouth steam factory, -working 
in the card room for nearly 25 years, 
When the mill shut down he went to 
Newmarket, where he worked thirteen 
months. 
In 1848 he married Mrs. 


Bridget O'Boyle, \ the ceremony being 
performed by Bev. Fr. Canavan of Do 
ver, who used to come to this city once 
a month and celebrate mass, there being 
no Catholic parish here at that time. 
His wife died Oct. 10, 1858, and seven 
months later ho married Miss Kate 
Lynes, and they lived happily for more 
than 30 years, bis ser./nd wife dying 11 
years ago. Two children were the re 
suit of the second marriage, both o 
whom are dead. 


Mr. Brew oast his first vote for Pro 


sident Buchanan and has ever since 
been a atanch democrat. Up to witbin 
a few years he has taken an active par 
in the campaign, and in spite of hi 
years has marched in the campaign 
corupacieB.

But while 
the latter struggles onward aud upward 
through a helpless infancy and a weak 
youth to the perfect man the former 
t;e\er progresses beyond the 
perfect 


brute. As Professor J. W. Powell aajs: 


"Every child is born destitute of things 


possessed in manhood which distinguish 
him from the lower animals. Of all in- 
dustries ho is artless, of all institutions 
he is lawless, of all languages he is 
speechless, of all philosophies he is opiu- 
ionless, of all reasoning he is thoughtless, 
but arts, institutions, languages, opin- 
ions aud mentations he acquires as tLe 
years go by' from childhood to manhood. 


"In all the«o respects the newborn 


babe is hardly the peer of the newborn 
beast, but as the years pass ever and 
ever he exhibits his superiority in all cf 
the great classes of activities until the 
distance by which he is separated from 
the brute is so great that his realm of ex- 
istence is another kingdom of nature."

First, "Is this soV" then, "Why ii it soV 
are the words forever on tho tongues of 
her votaries. And so we find Professor 
Alexander Chamberlain in 
his book, 


"The Child, a Study In the Evolution of 
Man," asking, "What is the meaning of 
the prolonged helplessness of human in- 
fancy?" He finds his answer in the fol- 
lowing words of the late Jolm Fiskc, to 
whom ho frankly gives full "credit for 
the scientific interpretation dt tho pro- 
longation of infancy:"

epochs, and when at last the association 
is so long kept up that the older children 
arc growing uiatnie while the younger 
ones still need protection the family le- 
lalions begin to become permanent. 


"The parents bate lived so long in com- 


pany that to seek new companionships 
involves some disturbance of ingrained 
habits, and meanwhile tin; older sous are 
more likely to continue their oiiginal as- 
sociation than to establish associations 
With strangers since they have common 
objects to achieve and common enmities 
bequeathed and acquired with neighbor- 
ing families. 


"As the parent dies the headship of the 


family thus established devolves upon tho 
oldest or bravest or most sagacious ini'lti 
remaining. Thus the little group grad- 
ually becomes a clan, the members of 
whieh are united bv ties considerably 
stronger than those which ally thorn te 
members of ndjnccnt clans, with whom 
they may indeed combine to resist the 
aggressions of yet further outlying clans 
or of formidable beasts, but toward 
whom their feelings are usually those of 
hostile rivalry."— New York Journal.

THE GHOST AT THE FEAST. 


LIME ANTIMALARIAL. 


An Important Discovery Heported 


by a. French. Physician. 


In France Dr. lloche has discovered 


that the presence of lime in the soil or 
in the -water helps to exterminate ma- 
laria, and it is a curious illustration of 
the interdependence of -widely different 
Industries that this medico scientific 
discovery was first made in connection 
with experiments iu manuring. This 
fact is particularly interesting to advo- 
cates, in season and out of season, of 
adding to the fertility of the soil by the 
judfclous rise of manures. The 
dis- 


appearance of marsh malaria froia 
Puisaye after lime had been used in 
the district as a fertilizer led to in- 
vestigations -which are still being car- 
ried on, and which reasonably point 
to the probability that in lime a very 
effective agent has been found to 
neutralize the sprea^ of malaria. 


Another medical 'man, Dr. Grellet, 


has taken up the suggestion, and he 
has written to the Revue Hygiene 
that the liming of the soil for agricul- 
tural purpose* in various provinces in 
France which were more or less affect- 
ed 'by malaria has resulted in the re- 
duction of malaria cases almost in pro- 
portion to the quantity of lime used. 
It is for experts t-» say whether his 
Statement that in many countries whose 
conditions favor the existence of mala- 
ria the freedom or prevalence of mala- 
ria is the accompaniment of a calca- 
reous soil is true.

An English paper says: "Nonh's ari- 


ls generally supposed to be thp earliest 
ship of which we have record: but, snys 
Hiigiiippring, there exist paintings of 
Egyp'iun vessels immensely older than 
the date of 28-40 B. C.. usually assigned 
to the ark, being, indeed, probably 70 
and 80 centuries old. 


"Moreover, there are now in existence 


in Egypt boats which were built about 
the period the ark was constructed. They 
are, however, small craft, about 35 foot 
long, 7 or 8 feet wide and 2.\'» to 3 fr 
deep.

They have floors, 
but no ribs, aud, though nearly 5.000 
years old, they held rigidly together after

with the better known but much mow 
modern viking ship which is now to be 
seen in a shed at Christiania. This craft 
was discovered in 1SSO and iu a funeral 
wound, so that we owe both these exist- 
ing examples of extremely ancient ships 
to funeral customs of countries ao dis- 
similar as Egypt and Norway."
